THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Lee  in  the  County  of  Strafford  in  said  State, 
qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs:      (L.S.) 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Lee,  N.H.,  on 
Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to 
act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1  .     To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2,     To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges 
for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

Articles  2  through  25  on  appropriations  will  be  taken  up  at  the  Most  Way 
School  on  Wednesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

2  To  Raise  and  appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
maintenance  of  Highways. 

4.  To  see  If  the  Town  will  note  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  six  hundred 
two  dollars  and  forty  two  cents  ($602.42)  for  the  construction  of  Class  V  highways  under 
the  provisions  of  the  TRA,  so  called.    The  State  will  contribute  the  sum  of  four  thousand 
sixteen  dollars  and  sixteen  cents.    ($4,016.16) 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500.00)  to  be  used  on  the  Pinkham  Rood. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for 
the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  Town  Dump. 

7.  (On  petition  of  A.  Jean  Nugent  and  nine  other  registered  voters  of  the  Town;) 
To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  permanent  Police  force  and  to  see  what  sum  of 
money  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  to  support  it. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for 
the  Fire  Department. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  anr!  appropriate  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500.00)  to  be  deposited  with  the  Town  Trustees  of  the  Trust  Funds  as  a  capital 
reserve  for  equipment  for  the  Fire  Department. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
dollars  ($200.00)  to  mow  cemetery  lots  not  having  perpetual  care. 


n  .       (On  petition  of  Samuel  Roper  Jr.,  and  nine  other  registered  voters 
of  the  Town;)    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  Town 
Park  and  ballfield .

Development  on  Wednesday  Hill  Road. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  close  the  road  leading  from  Rts.  *152, 
at  house  owned  by  Samuel  Roper,  to  the  home  of  Melvin  Jenkins,  and  authorize 
the  selectment  to  deed  said  right  of  way  to  Melvin  Jenkins.

The  Fire  Department  answered  twenty-eight  calls  in   1967.       Seven  were 
structural  ,  one  chimney  fire,  seven  forestry  calls,   six  unauthorized  dump  fires, 
three  auto  and  accident  fires,   three  miscellaneous  fires,  and  one  Mutual   Aid  fire 
call. 

Total   loss  by  fire  was  estimated  at  $16,000  for  buildings  and  less  than  one 
acre  of  grass  and  woodland. 

Durham  Fire   Department  and   Newmarket  Fire   Dept.  assisted  on  three  calls. 

One  fire  truck  and  its  crew  attended   the  races  at  the    Lee  Raceway  where  the 
men  got  practical    training  on   car  fires  and  gasoline  spills.

1  .  No  burning  of  debris  and  waste  between  the  hours  of  9:00  A.M.  and  5:00  P.M.  and 
then  only  with  a  written  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

2.  Take  debris  and  waste  to  the  town  dump. 

3.  Maintain  a  clean,  safe  dump. 

4.  Keep  matches  away  from  young  children. 

5.  Be  sure  matches  and  smoking  material  are  dead  out  when  we  discard  them. 
Set  a  good  example  for  others  in  fire  prevention.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  OYSTER  RIVER  HOME  HEALTH  ASSOCIATION 


The  Oyster  River  Home  Health  Association,  a  visiting  nurse  agency,  which  serves  the  towns 
of  Durham,  Lee  and  Madbury,  was  given  initial  support  through  funds  voted  at  the  1967  Town 
meetings  of  the  three  communities.    These  modest  sums  in  the  amounts  of  $200  from  Durham,  and 
$100  each  from  Lee  and  Madbury,  made  possible  the  payment  of  expenditures  necessary  to  setting 
up  an  office  and  securing  a  qualified  registered  nurse. 

FAaS  OF  THE  VISITING  NURSE  PROGRAM 

The  visiting  nurse  does  not  replace  the  doctor;  she  works  with  him  and  under  his  directions. 
Shegives  home  nursing  care  to  people  of  all  ages,  the  new  mother  and  baby,  the  convalescent 
returning  from  the  hospital,  sick  children  and  the  Medicare  patient. 
Payment  of  the  visiting  nurse  is  included  in  Medicare  benefits. 

The  Association  was  incorporated  on  February  27,  1967,  as  a  non-profit  organization,  under 
the  Laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Association  is  made  up  of  equal  representation  from  the  three 
towns.  Included  in  the  Standing  Committees  are  physicians,  registered  nurses,  a  registered 
physical  therapist,  a  registered  dietician,  an  attorney  and  lay  persons. 

A  grant  from  the  Department  of  Health  and  Welfare  was  received  but  did  not  completely 
satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  budget,  the  remainder  having  been  raised  through  member- 
ship fees  and  contributions  from  organizations  and  individuals. 

Continued  support  from  the  towns,  through  increased  funds  to  be  voted  at  the  1968  Town 
meeting  is  anticipated . 

On  June  23,  1967,  Miss  Loretta  Stutz,  R.N.  was  employed  as  the  administrative  nurse. 
Mrs.  Mary  Louise  McGill  was  engaged  as  the  Physical  Therapist. 

On  August  1  ,  1967,  the  Association  began  service  to  the  three  towns  of  Durham,  Lee  and 
Madbury,  later  inaluding  the  town  of  Newmarket  on  a  temporary  basis,  with  the  town  of 
Newmarket  assuming  all  expenses  of  the  service.  In  the  early  spring  of  1968,  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Oyster  River  Home  Health  Association,  by-laws  will  be  adjusted  to  allow  the 
Town  of  Newmarket  to  join  the  Association  as  a  participating  member,  with  equal  represen- 
tation on  the  Board  of  Directors  and  with  that  town  contributing  its  share  toward  the  support 
of  the  agency. 
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
